Statement by Ambassador 
—Vital Principle Involved. 
WASHINGTON, March 5.—THe 
that the German Emperor is seeking 
excuse for trouble with France rather 
than an agreement about Morocco was 
emphaticaliy denied this afternoon by 
Baron Speck von Sternburg, the German 
Ambassador. ‘‘The time has come for 
plain speech,” he said. ‘‘ Enough has 
poured into America from European 
sources about Germany's intentions. 

‘It was for the specific object of eed 
ing a peaceable arrangement that my | 
Government urged the conference at Alge-| 
ciras,’’ the Baron said.« He declared that 
Germany was contending for a very im- | 
portant principle at Algeciras. ‘‘ Impor-/! 
tant as is the German trade with Moroc- | 
co,’’ he said, ‘‘ the commercial side of the 
question is of secondary consideration. 
Germany's policy has been and is to pre-| 
serve the status quo in all countries whose | 
rights rest on the laws of nations. It is| 
this policy alone which has enabled Em- | 
peror William to maintain peace in Ger-| 
many.’ i 

The Ambassador said that in the light | 
of ‘malicious reports from European 
sources,’’ he felt it his duty to give the 
facts about Germany’s contentions at Al- 
geciras on the main point at issue—that 
of the policing of Morocco. ‘ That Ger- 
many stands for the open door in Morocco 
is clearly shown,”’ he continued, “ by the} 
proposals she has made regarding the in- 
ternational police system and the inter- 
national bank. Germany believes that if 
the control of the bank is placed in the} 
hands of France the equality of economic | 
pee will be forfeited and the open. door | 
will soon be closed. Africa shows enough 
examples of assurances given by clvilized 
nations which have gradually vanished, 
leaving in their place European protecto- 
rates, 

‘Germany has already recognized that 
France has a preferential position in her 
frontier regions in spite of the specific } 
rovision of the treaty of Madrid stipu- | 
ating that all the powers shall have equal | 
rights in Morocco.

earnest desire to do everything consistent 
with the national honor to bring about a 
peaceful arrangements.

FIVE SAVED FROM DROWNING. 


Staten Island Rowboat Party Had a 
Narrow Escape from Disaster. 


Three girls and two boys were rescued 
from drowning in the bay, between Tomp- 
xinsville and St. George, yesterday after- 
noon after their boat had been swamped 
by waves from the city’s ferryboat Queens 
and a coasting steamer. Mae Baker, May 
Bart, Bessie McGarry, John Hoffman, and 
Randolph Frye are the young folks who 
were capsized. They were rescued by Will- 
iam Denyse, Beekman Denyse, William 
McVey, and John Barry, all of Tompkins- 
ville. 

The Hoffman boy owns a_ rowboat, 
which he kept at the old ferry landing at 
the foot of Arietta Street, Tompkinsville, 
After school yesterday Hoffman invited 
the others to go for a row. 

They had gone a half mile or so when 
they were caught in rollers thrown up by 
the ferryboat Queens as she was pro- 
ceeding * to St. George. The boat was 
headed into the swell and would have rid- 
den it safely had not a coasting steamer 
going out passed on the outside. The 
cross rollers from this vessel slopped the 
water into the boat, which speedily sank. 

The rescuers jumped into a big yawl at 
a Tompkinsville dock and rowed out to 
where the five were strnggling in the wa- 
ter. Some of them were pretty well ex- 
hausted, but none was permanently any 
the worse for the ducking. 


STATE BOARD CUTS RATES. 


Complaint of Favoritism to Standard 
Oil Causes Slash in Missouri.

ST. LOUIS, March 5.—By an order fs- 
sued by the Board of Railroad and Ware- 
house Commissichers of Missouri late 
this afternoon the rate on refined oil 
shipped from St. Louis to Kansas City is 
reduced from 20 cents per 100 pounds to 9 
cents, and the rate from Kansas City to 
St. Louls from 17 cents to 9 cents.

CLARK WINS BIG LAND SUIT. 


Montana Senator Upheld by Supreme 
Court—No Fraud Proved. 


WASHINGTON, March 5.—Senator 
Clark of Montana to-day won the case 
against him in the_ Supreme Court in 
which the Government sought to have 
cancelled patents to 11,400 acres of public 
lands in Montana which were alleged to 
have been fraudulently secured. Justices 
Harlan and Brown dissented. 

This was a civil proceeding Instituted 
by the Government against Senator Clark 
to secure the cancellation of eighty-two 
patents to land issued under the Timber 
and Stone act. It was asserted that 
Senator Clark had entered into a con- 
tract to purchase the land before the 
patents were granted and that he had 
known the proceeding was fraudulent. 
The Government charged that Clark was 
not a bona fide purchaser. The Supreme 
Court upheld the lower courts, which 
held that no fraud had been proved. 


THREE LOST OFF SCHOONER. 


Seamen Refuse to Quit Vessel on Cap- 
tain’s Orders—All Drowned. 


MACHIASPORT, Me., March 5.—The 
loss of the schooner Millie of Parrs- 
boro, N. S., and three of her men, in 
Machias Bay, was reported here to-day 
by Capt. Gibson of the lost vessel, who 
arrived to file protest of the accident. 
The schooner was wrecked on Cross Is- 
land Ledge, her course .aving been mis- 
calculated in a thick snowstorm and 
heavy gale. She began to break up soon 
after she struck. 

Those lost were: George Porter, John 
Christiansen, and Frank Whalen, all sail- 
ors. Capt. Gibson and the men who es- 
caped in one of the schooner’s boats, had 
a terrific battle with the seas. Capt. Gib- 
son says thatas soon as the schooner 
struck he had the large boat lowered and 
ordered all hands into it. The three seamen 
refused to obey. The second mate then en- 
tered it, followed by the mate and cook. 


Capt. Gibson repeated his order to the 
seamen to take to the boat: They de- 
clared that they would take their 
chances and remain on the vessel. Capt. 
Gibson then left with his officers and 
cook. After a hard battle they safel 
reached the schooner John Proctor. It

The explosion shook houses fer blocks 
around and startled hundreds who ran to 
the foundry. 

Battalion Chief Larkin made a thorough 
investigation, when the report that the 
place had been dynamited reached him. 
He said that he found there was no boll- 
er in the foundry to explode, and when 
asked whether believed it had been 
dynamited, said: 

“It looks as if it was something like 
that.”’ 

Larkin also heard Schroeder’s story of 
his being lured away by the false message 
and then became more positive than ever 
that the place had been dynamited. Dep- 
uty Chief Ahearn shared his view, and 
the police with the firemen began an. in- 
vestigation. 

The firemen said the damage would 
run from $10,000 to $15,000 at least.

Senator Tillman said to-day that he 
should move next Friday to make the 
Rate bill the special order and from that 
moment forward should urge its passage 
with might and main. Senator Till- 
man says he is just now out-Heroding 
Herod, and is even more a standpatter 
than the President himself on the Hep- 
burn bill. 

The court-review Senators are giving 
special attention now to the _ escrow 
amendment that Senator Spooner will of- 
fer. The aim of this plan is to require 
the railroads to deposit in court money 
sufficient to cover the difference between 
the existing rate and the rate sought to 
be established and then, in the event that 
the road is sustained, the amount thus 
deposited is returned and if the case 
should go against the road it will be ap- 
portioned to the shippers. 

Probably no phase of the rate debate 
will present so much of interest and 
novelty as that which will consider this 


escrow idea.

MACK QUITS BINGHAM 
AND DENOUNCES HIM 


Declares the Commissioner and 
Truth Are Strangers. 


DISMISSED, SAYS BINGHAM 
“ That’s a Lie,” Says Deputy—Accuses 
Bingham of Playing Politics — Says 
Root, O’Brien, and Ryan Meddled. 


James F. Mack ts no longer Third Dep- 
uty Police He resigned 
just before noon yesterday, and without 


Commissioner. 


delay issued a statement to the effect that 
he quit the department voluntarily. He 
explained that the tactics of Police Com- 
missioner Bingham were not to his liking, 
and that he could not continue as Third 
Deputy and retain his self-respect. 

Later in the day Mr. Mack made a de 
tailed statement, bringing various charges 
against the Commissioner, among them 
that of playing politics in the department, 
and accusing Mayor McClellan, Fire Com- 
missioner John H. O’Brien, Secretary of 
State Elihu Root, Ryan 
of meddling with police matters. 

Police Commissioner Bingham emphati- 
cally denied that Mr. Mack’s resignation 
had been voluntary, and declared that the 


charges brought against him by Mr. Mack 
were untrue. 

“T asked the Third Deputy to resign,” 
Gen. Bingham declared, ‘‘to take effect 
at the end of office hours next Saturday. 
He handed in hig resignation to take ef- 
fect Immediately, and his resignation was 
accepted. I requested his resignation be- 
cause his work was not satisfactory.’ He 
pleaded with me to keep him. 

‘* Mr. Mack seemed interested in his work 
and diligent. There was no great falling 
down anywhere. My dissatisfaction with 
the manner in which he performed his 
duties was cumulative, and as I am re- 
¢ponsible it was necessary for me to 
take the step I did.”’ 

When told that Gen. Bingham had said 
his resignation was demanded, Mr. Mack 
got almost beside himself with anger, 

“That is a le,” he explained. “I am 
ready to confront the Commissioner and 
tell him so. Bingham and the truth are 
strangers. Let the nejwspapers print this 
in the biggest type to be found and I'll 
prove it. 

Bingham’s “ Brutal Policy.” 


“The fact is that I refused to lend 
myself to the brutal policy he seems bent 
on following. He is always looking for a 
chance to break somebody. Ninety per 
cent, of the police force voted against 
and worked against the little man in the 
City Hall and the administration has it 
in for the force on that account. When, 
as trial deputy, I let a man off with a 
light sentence Bingham would wear @ 
face eigh: feet long. When I broke some- 
body, and that happened only twice dur- 
ing my connection with the department, 
he jumped out of his chair tn glee.

WORK OF THE ENDICOTT BOARD. 

“The board organized under the fore- 
going provision of law, popularly known 
as the Endicott beard, in its report of 
Jan. 23, 1886, cited the principles on which 
any system of coast defense should ba 
based, and clearly stated the necessity of 
having our important strategic and com- 
mercial centres made secure against naval 
attack. 

‘In determining the ports that were 
in urgent need of defense, since a fleet 
did not exist for the protection of the 
merchant marine, fortifications were 
provided at every harbor of importance 
along the coast and at several of the lake 
ports. 

“For any particular harbor or locality 


the report specifies the armaments to 
be used, the number of submarine mines 
and torpedo boats, with detailed esti- 
mates of cost for these various items.. 

‘The proposed guns, mounts, and em- 
placements were of types that seemed at 
that time best suited to accomplish the 
desired results, based On the only data 
available, namely, experiments and in- 
formation of similar work from abroad. 

“ After the report was made part of the 
public records the development and 
adoption of a suitable disappearing gun- 
carriage caused the substitution of open 
emplacements for the expensive turrets 
and armored casemates, materially re- 
ducing the cost of installing the arma- 
ments; the great advances in ordnance, 
increasing the power and range of the 
later guns, caused a diminution in the 
number and calibre of the pieces to be 
mounted, and this fact, combined with 
advances in the science of engineering, 
rendered unnecessary the construction of 
the expensive ‘floating batteries” de- 
signed by the €ndicott Board for mount- 
ing guns to give sufficient fire for the 
defense of wide channels, or for harbors 
where suitable foundations could not be 
secured on land. 


IMPROVEMENT ON THE OLD IDEAS. 


‘“‘Furthermore, keeping pace with the 
gradual development and improvement in 
the engines and implements of war, forti- | 
fied harbors are equipped with rapid fire} 
guns, and to a certain extent with power 
plants, searchlights, and a system of fire 
control and direction, now essential ad- 
juncts of a complete system of defense, | 
though not so considered by that board. 

““ While the details of the scheme of de- 
fense recommended by the Endicott board 
have been departed from in making pro- 
vision for later developments of war ma- 
terial, the great value of its report lies 
in the fact that it sets forth a definite 
and intelligible plan or policy upon which 
the very important work of coast defense 
should proceed, and which is as applicable 
to-day as when formulated. 

“The greater effective ranges possible 
with the later rifled cannon, the necessity 
of thoroughly coveting with gun fire all 
available waters of approach, and the 
growth of seacoast towns beyond the lim- 
its of some of the military reservations 
have combined to move defensive works 
more to the front, and many of. the gun 
positions now occupied have been ob- 
tained from private ownership. The cost 
of such sites has been a large item in 
the present cost of fortifications, and this | 
purchase of land was not included in its} 
estimates by the Endicott Board. 

“An examination of the report also 
discloses the fact that no estimates were 
submitted covering a supply of ammuni- 
tion to be kept in reserve for the serv- 
ices of the guns that were recommended, 
due perhaps to the fact that a satisfac- 
tory power to give the energy desired 
and a suitable projectile to accomplish 
the desired destruction of armor were 
still in experimental stages. These ques- 
tions, however, are no longer in doubt, 
and Congress already has made provision 
for some of the ammunition needed. 

‘The omissions in the estimates of the 
Endicott Board and the changes in the 
details of its plans have caused doubts in 
the minds of many as to the money that 
will be needed to defend completely our 
coasts by guns, mines, and their adjuncts. 
New localities are pressing their claims 
for defense. 


NEED OF DEFENSES FOR COLONIES. 
“The insular possessions cannot be held 
unless the principal ports, naval bases, 
and coaling stations are fortified before 
the outbreak of war. 
“These considerations have led 
appoint a joint board of officers of the

ment, fixed and floating, mobile torpe- 
does, submarine mines, and all other de- | 
fensive appliances that may be necessary 
to complete the harbor defense with the 
most economical and advantageous 
penditures of money. 

“The board was further instructed ‘to 
extend its examinations so as to include 
estimates and recommendations relative 
to the defenses of the Insular possessions’ 
and to ‘recommend the order in which} 
the proposed defense shall be completed 
so that all the elements of harbor defense 
may be properly and effectively co-ordi- 
nated.’

of the Congress.

of ammunition and sites, can be accom- 
plished for less than the amount esti- | 
mated by the Endicott Board even in-| 
cluding the additional localities not rec- | 
ommended by it. 
‘*In the insular possessions the great | 
naval bases at Guantanamo, Subig Bay, | 
and Pearl Harbor, the coaling stations at 
Guam and San Juan, require protection, 
and in addition defenses are recommend- |} 
ed for Manila Bay and Honolulu, because 
of the strategic positions of these loca- 
tions. In the letter-of the Secretary of 
War will be found the sums already ap- 
propriated for defenses at some of these 
orts or harbors, and the estimates are

‘‘ Defenses are recommended for the en- |

COUNTRY’S NEED OF DEFENSES. 


“The necessity for a complete and ade- 
quate system of coast defense is greater 
to-day than twenty years ago, for the in- 
creased wealth of the country offers more 
tempting inducements to attack, and a 


hostile fleet can reach our coast in a 
much shorter period of time. The fact 
that we now have a navy does not in any 
wise diminish the importance of coast de- 
fenses: on the contrary, that fact empha- 
sizes their value and necessity for their 
construction. 

‘It is an accepted naval maxim that a 
navy can be used to strategic advantage 
only when acting on the offensive, and it 
can be free to so operate only after our 
coast deferse is reasonably secure and 
so recignized by the country. 

“It was due to the securely defended 
condition of the Japanese ports that the 
Japanese fleet was free to seex out and 
watch its proper objective—the Russian 
fleet—without fear of interruption or re- 
call to guard {ts home ports against raids 
by the Vladivostok squadron. This, one 
of the most valuable lessons of the late 
war in the East, is worthy of serious 
consideration by our country, with its 
extensive coast line, its many important 
harbors, and its many wealthy manufac- 
tories coast cities. 

“The security and protection of our 
interests require the completion of the 
defenses of our coast and the accompany- 
ing plan merits and should receive the 
generous su ort of the Congress,

“The White House, March 56, 1906." 

In_his letter transmitting the report of 
the board to the President, Secretary Taft 
says that the board estimates the cost of 
completing the defenses at $50,879,399, or 
$22,896,606 less than the sum proposed by 
the Endicott board. 

“The changes that have taken place 
in the system of defense have been so 
radical,” he says, ‘‘that the one pro- 
posed in 1886 {s not comparable with the 
scheme as it exists to-day.”

The recommendations of the Endicott 
Board for the defenses of home ports 
have been revised and the following ports 
recommended: Kennebec River, Portland, 
Portsmouth, Boston, New Bedford, Nar- 
ragansett Bay, eastern entrance to Long 
Island Sound, eastern and southern en- 
trances to New York, Delaware Bay, Bal- 
timore, entrance to Chesapeake Bay, 
Hampton Roads, Potomac River, Cape 
Fear River, Charleston, Savannah, Key 
West, Pensacola, Mobile Bay, Mississippi 
River, Galveston, San Diego, Columbia

Pittsburg Reduction Concern Acquires 
St. Lawrence River Corporation. 


The Pittsburg Reduction Company, 
which is controlled by the Mellons and 
other capitalists of Pittsburg, has taken 
over the St. Lawrence River Power Com- 
pany, which owns a large water power 
plant at Massena, New York. The Pitts- 
burg Reduction Company is the chief pro- 
ducer of aluminium in the United States, 
and has several reduction works, includ- 
ing a large plant at Massena. 
duction Company is the principal cus- 
tomer of the St. Lawrence River Power 
which also serves five or six 
other industrial establishments 
same neighborhood. 

The Power Company has outstanding, 
in addition to $500,000 5 per cent. bonds, 
$3,500,000 of preferred stock and $3,000,- 
000 of common stock. The company is 
taken over by the Pittsburg Reduction 
Company on‘ the basis of an issue of 
$4,000,000 4 per cent. Pittsburg Reduc- 
tion Company bonds in exchange for all 
the capital stock of the Power Company. 
The Reduction Company, moreover, guar- 
antees the principal and interest of the 
$500,000 St. Lawrence River Power Com- 
pany bonds.

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EFFORT TO SAVE GIRL

Plea of Guilty to Less Serious 
Charge Than Murder Proposed. 


JEROME LETS CASE GO ON 


Mack Says a Policeman May Be In- 
dicted—Witnesses Tell of Dead | 
Man Gendron’s Cruelty. 


An effort was made yesterday by coun- | 
sel for Berthe Claiche, on trial for the} 
murder of Emile Gendron, to ascertain 
whether the District Attorney would con- 
sent to accept a plea of guilty to a less 
serious charge than murder in the first 
degree. The attitude of the District At- 
torney and his assistants on the matter 
could not be learned yesterday. 

Just as the trial was about to be re- 
sumed yesterday morning before Justice 
Davis came the announcement that an 
adjournment would be taken until 2 
o'clock in the afternoon. The defendant, 
who was in court with her lawyers, 
showed no emotion as she was led to the 
detention room back of the courtroom. 

Instead of being taken from there 
across the Bridge of Sighs to her cell in 
the Tombs at once, she was detained in 
that room for an hour. Of her counsel, | 
Abraham Levy remained with her, while | 
Mr. Rosalsky went upstairs to the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office. Mr. Jerome dia | 
not arrive from Lakeville until ‘about 
noon, when he went out to luncheon with 
the two lawyers representing the prisoner. 

When Mr. Jerome and counsel were 
seen again Mr. Levy announced that his

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ROCKEFELLER TO AID CZAR 2 


Report That He Offers $200,000,000 for 
Railroad Concessions. 
Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, March 5.—According to a dis- 
patch from St. Petersburg to The Dally 
News, John D. Rockefeller is coming to 
the financial rescue of Russia. The dis- 
patch says: 

‘This information comes to The Daily 
News correspondent from a statesman 
who in speaking of Russia's financial cri- 
sis said: 

*“* Unless Count Witte gets money imme- 
diately a Cabinet and financial crash will 
be imminent. The Treasury is depleted 
and unable to meet current expenses. It 
is now confronted by the necessity of pay- 
ing the bill for the maintenance of Rus- 
sian prisoners in Japan, the bill for the 
purchase price of the land acquired by 
the Peasants’ Bank, and the short-time 
bills held by the Mendelssohns. 

“* All efforts to obtain a loan have 
proved futile. The Americans demand 
collateral. The Rothschild crowd refused 
to advance money until after the projected 
reforms had been realized.

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SPREAD OF DIPHTHERIA 
ALARMS DR. DARLINGTON 


Health Officer Urges a Freer Use 
of Antitoxin. 


EPIDEMIC OF MEASLES, TOO 


This Month Likely to Break March 
Record of 7,000 Cases—Immi- 
grants. Are to Blame. 


A pronounced increase In the number 
of diphtheria cases in the city" and an 
increase in the death rate from this dis- 
ense have caused Health Commissioner 
Darlington to appeal to people of all 
classes to use more generally the anti- 
toxin treatment plentifully and promptly, 
even when there are only slight evidences 
of throat trouble. 

“TI do not like to say anything that 
may alarm the public,” said Dr. Darling- 
ton last night, “ but publicity is the only 
way to tackie an epidemic of this sort. 
Human life is hefng wasted just because 
the people do not use the antitoxin. The 
average of death from diphtheria is now 
14 to the 100, and if the antitoxin was 
used it would be only about 2 to the 100." 

There is also an epidemic of measles, 
which at this time of the year adds to the 
city’s mortality, this disease bringing in 
its wake pneumonia. Dr, Darlington ts 
not worried about the measles. The diph- 
thetia increase in January and February 
was 616 cases over the number for the 
corresponding months last year. There 
were 77 more deaths from the disease. 

“ All parents, guardians, and other per- 
sons responsible for the care of chil- 
dren,” said Dr. Darlington last night, 
“are most earnestly advised to send at 
once for a physician at the slightest com- 
plaint of sore throat on the part of any 
of their charges. If examination of the 
throat shows any condition at all sug- 
gestive of diphtheria, the physician should 
administer diphtheria antitoxin at once. 
The diagnosis can be confirmed by cult- 
ure, but the physician should not wait 
to ascertain the result of the culture, for 
every hour counts in the treatment of 
the disease, 

‘“‘All the other children in the family 
should have the antitoxin at once to pre- 
vent their taking the disease.” 

Dr. Darlington said that in cases of

But in all these cases 
it is, or was, the multitude that lacked 
appreciation. The cultivated few under- 
stand that Etty was a considerable color- 
ist; that he painted flesh better than any 
one else, and that he was one of the sin- 
cerest artists that ever lived.” 

There are both dealers and collectors 
who are of the same opinion as Sir Walter 
Armstrong concerning the future of 
Etty’s work, and {fs it not commendable if 
the authorities at our Museum have the 
judgment to look ahead ten years or 50, 
and to secure examples of good art while 
they are still to be had at a moderate 
price, rather than wait until they have 
become the fashionable fad of the mo- 
ment? Too often it is the cage that such 
authorities let opportunities pass by 
through fear of just such criticism as that 
of Mr. Hawkins.

Don José, singing it in French, was) 
doubtless the cause of much of the in-} 
terest, but Miss Olive Fremstad’s remark- 
able impersonation of Carmen, first made 
known here last season, ought to have had 
something to do with it, and even the 
potency of the music, the wealth of its} 
inspiration, may have had its share. 

The performance was carried through 
with much spirit and showed the 
Gences of a more careful preparation 
than has been given to some of the 
previous productions this season. Mr. 
Caruso is not made by nature for 
parts that have the suggestion of the 
eavalier in them, and Don Jose is such 
part. There have been more convincing ; 
impersonations of the § soldier | 
than his, so far as appearance and action 
are concerned, but he showed a much 
stronger dramatic conception and a more |} 
adept method in it than might have been } 
supposed. 

It is true that in the highest pitch of 
the emotional tension at» the 
the opera he cannot in from 
of the lachrymose manifestations 
usually accompany his denotements 
great passion.

Miss Frem- 
stad’s voice creates beautiful effects in 
many passages of the music which lie 
well for her lower tones, and she sings 
it with much beauty and dramatic ex- 
ressiveness. Interest was also felt in

Business went on as usual in the Imml- 
grant Free Labor Bureau at the Barge! 
| Office yesterday, as it has for thirty- 
| a years, the duration of Matron The- 
resa Boyle’s incumbency there. But not 
a@ servant girl remained all day—an un- 
precedented thing. 

“Mrs. Boyle is dead!” was the word 
that went around, and soon the whole 
Battery knew of the death of the most 
motherly matron the immigrant girl has 
ever had. 

“Mrs. Boyle died at 54 Conselyea 
Street, Williamsburg, Sunday night of 
cancer on the liver,” was the reading of | 
the simple placard, and the immigrant 
girls, among whom her fame had gone, 
even to their native land, had not the 
heart to stay. 

Every housewife who within the last 
two generations has engaged an immi- 
grant servant girl at the Barge Office 
has had to reckon with this vigilant ma- 
tron. It was her working principle that 
“the poor critturs is shamefully abused.” 
Scores of the servants used to impose on 


new positions there every week or so. 

Mrs. Boyle, who was said tO be a 
cousin of Lord Roberts, though she would 
neither affirm nor deny it, always ad- 
dressed a servant as “‘my dear.” She 
could not be moved from her opinion that 
servants were an immaculate, though per- 
secuted, set, and that “ housewife” was 
only another name for “ tyrant.” 

“The blessed angels in heaven have got 
aprons on, just as ye have, and sure I 
| believe they are all servants,” she used to 
say to the spellbound new arrivals. 

She hung above her head a warning no- 
that they 
must have letters of introduction from 
| reputable business men—not “loafers, 
nor saloon people, nor politicians..’’ 

She eyed every “tyrant” housekeeper

for a charity home. After getting the 

; audacious housekeeper out of doors she 

| would tell the girls what a narrow escape 
they had from “that divil of a woman.”

| plies. She knew, she said, what the fate 
of the “poor critters’ would be if they 
departed far from/her. No, she would 
have them near where they could con- 
veniently tell her their troubles. Mrs. 
Boyle proudly declared that she never yet 


j allowed a saintly immigrant girl to go to| 


; the heathen of the rural districts. 

The most remarkable thing about Mrs. 
Boyle’s long career of over thirty-five 
years at the Barge Office and Castle Gar- 
den Is that, up to a year ago she had 
missed only one day in two generations. 
It was not the day of the 1888 blizzard, 
either, for even then she appeared. It was 
upon the death of her son, Dec. 1, 1905, 
that she alfsented herself. After that she 
rapidly failed. 

Mrs. Boyle was never averse to “ mak- 
ing a match” for an immigrant girl. She 
received many letters from lonely farm- 
ers. She never sent the girl out, but wrote 


the applicant to come on. When he ar- 
rived she would step lightly to the ser- 
| vants’ room and call out: 

“ Bridget, my dear, here’s the gentleman 
to see you.” 

“ Bridget ” would trip forward with sun- 
dry blushes, and before the farmer could 
remonstrate Mrs. Boyle would push the 
couple toward the door with the words: 
“* My dears, take a walk~around the Bat- 
tery; then come back and tell me how 
you like each other.” 

She never made a mistake in the men, 
and many an immigrant girl has she 
changed from a servant to the mistress 
of her own home. 

In a iixe manner she made a specialty 
of prevailing upon housewives to take in 
| married couples with children. 
| One of her last acts was a report show- 
ing that she placed 2,000 girls out at 
service in 1905. She drew attention to 
' the fact that most of them were Ger- 
mans and Irish, while 47 were Scanda- 
ravians, 82 English, 17 Polish, 8 Hun- 
garians, 6 French, and 6 Russians. 

Mrs. Boyle founded the mission of the 
Roly Rosary at 7 State Street in 1884. It 
‘has since passed under the charge of 
Roman Catholic priests. Mrs. Boyle was 
78 years old and had been a widow for | 
more than thirty years. She leaves two| 
sons and three grandchildren. Funeral! 
services will be held Thursday morning | 
at the Church of the Immaculate Concep- | 
tion in Leonard Street, near Maujer 
Street, Williamsburg.

| The negatively favorable bank statement 
of Saturday and the prospect of the de- 
posit this week of some $3,000,000 in the 
local banks by Secretary Shaw were nulli- 
fied in their influence on speculative sen- 
timent yesterday by the hurried and ap- 
parently compulsory liquidation which de- 
veloped in Reading and Amalgamated 
Copper shares at the opening of the mar- 
ket. This centinued without intermission 
}up to the noon hour, resulting in declines 
of some 9 points in the one stock and 4 
|points in the other. The entire list was 
| unsettled, and losses of from 1 to 3 points 
were general, while in certain issues, such 
as Smelters, which have been the subject 
of operations corresponding to those 
which forced Reading and Copper to their 
extreme high prices, sharp breaks oc- 
|curred. The pressure upon the shares dl- 
| rectly attacked diminished around the 
noon hour, and as their prices recovered 
the market rallied, only to fall again upon 
a@ recurrence of the liquidation. Near the 
|close the midday recovery was repeated, 
|}and prices of the stocks immediately un- 
der fire as well as those affected by their 
declines, rallied nominally.

COPPERS LED THE BREAK. 


270,000 Shares of Amalgamated and 
225,000 of Reading Sold. 


The Stock Exchange had a very active 
|day yesterday, the total sales of stock 
amounting to 1,466,390 shares. Prices 
broke sharply in many parts of the list, 
the declines being sharpest in Reading, 
and the Copper stocks, including Amalga- 
mated Copper, which sold down 4 points, 
and Anaconda, which dropped over 16 
points, and United Copper, in the outside 
market, which declined from 65 to 58. 
i The heaviest trading of the day was in
